When th e attention of oflloials was 
called to the Bolivian claim at Gene­ 
va, th at the United States had con­ 
sented 
to the league’s, interventron- 
they declared that Bolivia had never 
been notified by this government to 
th a t effect.

Monroe doctrine. For the first time 
since the birth o ' the league, the ques­ 
tion of w hether it can or will inter­ 
fere in a strictly ^Vmerican disp ute 
has been raised by the differences be­ 
tween Bolivia and Chile, both of which 
countries are members of the league. 
Bolivia demands that the league as­ 
sembly now mseeting at Geneva take 
up and adjudicate 
the 
differences 
with Chile which date ‘‘ar back in his­ 
tory. 
The instrum ent on which sp e<iific 
action is demanded is the trc^aty of 
1904, which Bolivia regards as detri- 
miental to her interests. 
Chile has countered the Bolivian 
demand with the contention that the 
m atter is a strictly American affair, 
and has threatened to withdraw from 
the « ague and invoke the p rotection 
of th e Monroe doctrine if tlie Teague 
meddles in the matter. 
The league assembly has tem p orar­ 
ily averted the issue by p ostp oning 
discussion, but definite action one way 
fore the Geneva conference breaks up , 
fore the Genva conference breaks up . 
it is exp ected here, and the league’s 
decJsion is awaitied 
with absorbing 
interest by official

Washington. 
Efforts to ascertain the attitude of 
the United States in case the league 
decides to interfere were met toda^^ 
with silence from officials concerned.

side of the Atlantic.

In the firéit p lace, article 21 
of the league recognizes the Monroe 
Doctrine as an established fact.

the second p lace, it is not believed 
that the league \\ould care to risk 
an op en test of

country over an issue that so little 
concerns t)he welfare of Europ e. The 
imp res« 5ion 
p revails that the 
isi;ue 
will be p ostp oned at Geneva until the 
last minute and then in all p robabil­ 
ity Bolivia’s request for reconsidera­ 
tion of the treaty will be denied. 
The outcome of the case, neverthe­ 
less, is being watched with keen in ­ 
terest by the adm inistration a<nd dip ­
